Unable to 
read the original Japanese, and finding interpretation of the machine 
translations difficult, Applicants' attorney has relied upon his Japanese 
associate to select and translate what he considers relevant portions of the 
more pertinent documents. 

Copies of the associate's translations of documents 1-5, 7 and 8 are 
attached. If on further review by the associate it is found that an at least 
partial "human translation" of document 6 should be supplied, one should 
be available for submission in the first half of December.
